Dana and Bacigalupi said a 
building c o s t i n g approximately 
$250,000 is contemplated, making 
the bank’s total investment in the 
community almost a half million 
dollars. Of contemporary design, 
the structure will provide twice the 
space of the present branch quar­ 
ters built in 1927. Ample parking 
space is promised.

Construction must await delivery 
of the property by the board of 
education, scheduled for next Nov.

Nine hundred single doses of 
Pitman-Moore polio vaccine have 
been received by the M arin County 
Health Department, the first al­ 
lotm ent in M arin’s ultimate share 
of 13,650 doses to be made avail­ 
able under the U.S. Poliomyelitis 
Vaccine Assistance Act, according 
to Dr. Carolyn B. Albrecht, county 
health officer. 
Children to 14 years of age and 
pregnant women are now eligible 
for the vaccine Since M arin has 
almost 30,000 persons in this prior­ 
ity group, Dr. Albrecht said only a 
small proportion of this number 
will be able to get two injections of 
vaccine under the federal pro­ 
gram. She urged those who can 
to get vaccinations from their pri­ 
vate physicians. 
Vaccine provided to the county 
through the federal appropriation 
will be administered to eligible 
persons at the health department 
in San Rafael, in accordance with 
a plan agreed upon by the Medi­ 
cal Society and the health officer. 
Starting date for vaccinations 
will be tomorrow between 2 and 4 
p.m. 
Thereafter, 
polio 
vaccination 
clinics will be held weekly on 
Thursdays from 2 to 4 p.m. This 
time schedule will be modified as 
necessary, Dr. Albrecht said. 
The accepted schedule for im­ 
munization with Salk vaccine is 
a series of three injections—the 
first and second four weeks apart 
—and the third not sooner than 


seven months after the second. 
Parents who wish their children 
to have the complete series of 
three shots before polio incidence 
begins to rise next July or August, 
should 
consider 
immunizations 
now, Dr. Albrecht said. 
On Oct. 11 the state Department 
of Public Health and its advisory 
group declared publicly th at they 
consider the vaccine to be safe, 
th at it provides significant pro­ 
tection against paralytic polio and 
th at its use is recommended. 
Parents wishing their children 
to receive second or third injec­ 
tions of Salk vaccine at the health 
department 
should 
bring 
with 
them written evidence of previous 
injections, Dr. Albrecht said.

County To Resume 
Polio Shot Clinics 


Nine hundred single doses of 
Pitman-Moore polio vaccine have 
been received by the Marin County 
Health Department, the first al­ 
lotment in Marin’s ultimate share 
of 13.650 doses to be made avail­ 
able under the U.S. Poliomyelitis 
Vaccine Assistance Act, according 
to Eh-. Carolyn B. Albrecht, county 
health officer. 
Children to 14 years of age and 
pregnant women are now eligible 
for the vaccine. Since Marin has 
almost 30,000 persons in this prior­ 
ity group. Dr. Albrecht said only a 
small proportion of this number 
will be able to get two injections of 
vaccine undér the federal pro­ 
gram. She urged those who can 
to get vaccinations from their pri­ 
vate physicians. 
Vaccine provided to the county 
through the federal appropriation 
will be administered to eligible 
persons at the health department 
in San Rafael, In accordance with 
a plan agreed upon by the Medi­ 
cal Society and the health officer. 
Starting date for vaccinations 
will be tomorrow between 2 and 4 
pm. 
Thereafter, 
polio 
vaccination 
clinics will be held weekly on 
Thursdays from 2 to 4 pm. This 
time schedule will be modified as 
necessary. Dr. Albrecht said. 
The accepted schedule for im­ 
munization with Salk vaccine is 
a series of three injections—the 
first and second four weeks apart 
—and the third not sooner than 
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seven months after the second. 
Parents who wish their children 
to have the complete series of 
three shots before polio incidence 
begins to rise next July or August, 
should 
consider 
immunizations 
now, Dr. Albrecht said. 
On Oct, 11 the state Department 
of Public Health and its advisory 
group declared publicly that they 
consider the vaccine to be safe, 
that it provides significant pro­ 
tection against paralytic polio and 
that its use is recommended. 
Parents wishing their children 
to receive second or third injec­ 
tions of Salk vaccine at the health 
department should bring with 
them written evidence of previous 
injections. Dr. Albrecht said.

APPEAL COURT RULES 
Miracle Mile Belongs 
To Hub City, San Rafael 


San Rafael and San Anselmo 
have 
practically 
clinched 
full 
rights to ownership of the Miracle 
Mile after a four-year legal battle, 
atlomeys for the two cities an­ 
nounced last night. 
Harold Haley, San Rafael city 
attorney, and John Buresh, San 
Anselmo city attorney, announced 
last night they had just received 
a verdict in the cities’ favor from 
the District Court of Appeals in 
San Francisco, which upheld a 
decision made in Marin Superior 
Court by visiting Judge Ben R. 
Ragain from Colusa County a year 
ago. 
The appellate court sustained 
the cities’ position that the original 
deed to the North Pacific Coast 
Railroad made on Feb. 8, 1875, 
conveyed full rights to the Miracle 
Mile. The ultimate successor to 
the property, 
the Northwestern 
Pacific Railroad, quitclaimed that 
deed on Feb. 1, 1945, to the two 
cities. 
Highland Realty Co. of 
San Francisco argued that its 1875 
deed to North Pacific Coast Rail­ 


road conveyed only the easement 
and was conditional; 
therefore 
the rights should revert to it. 
Highland Realty filed suit on 
May 28, 1951, and the case has 
been battled hack and forth since 
then.

Both attorneys said they feel 
a higher appeal to the Supreme 
Court is possible but unlikely, and 
the ownership of the Miracle Mile 
by the cities is just about clinched. 
*T would be very much surprised 
if Highland Realty Co. went fur­ 
ther in their appeal because in my 
judgment this opinion of the Dis­

The two score or more require­ 
ments that Public Works Director 
Marvin Brigham lists on his road 
encroachment permits have 
for 
months been the source of quar­ 
rels between Brigham and Paul 
Grimes, NMWD manager. Thetr 
dispute flared up into an open 
word exchange at the water die- 
trict’s Dec. § meeting. 
LAW ’UNREASONAMf 
Last night Riede told directors 
he finds the county’s ordinance 
625 “not valid, unreasonable” and 
in conflict with state law which 
authorizes utility districts* access 
to public streéts. 
^ 
He noted that the district map 
“someday have to test” the ord­ 
inance. 
In the ineantlme, the dlsklcl, 
on Riede's advice, is serving notice 
to Brigham and the board of 
supervisors that it does not in­ 
tend to abide by all the rules 
listed on the encroachment per­ 
mits. The NMWD will apply for 
permits as required, “but if they 
deny it,” urged Riede, "I adviss 
you to proceed without It.”

Because of electrical shortages 
in Marin causecji by the storm, 
Marin Home Adviser June Maclure 
has issued advisory instructions for 
owners of home food freezers. 
“Those With home freezers will 
wonder what to do about the food 
stored in them,” she said. 
“A lot will depend on the length 
of time the electricity was off. 
Electrical faUure of only a few 
hours may not affept the food in 
a home freezer, but a prolonged 
power shortage will. 
“If the failure in your area was 
only a few hours, the food prob­ 
ably remained completely frozen if 
the freezer was not opened. In a 
closed freezer which is fully load­ 
ed, food will usually stay frozen 
for two days, A cabinet with less 
than half a load will not keep more 
than a day. The larger the box and 
the more it has in it, the longer 
the contents will stay frozen. 


EXAMINE FOOD 
“If the power was cut off for 
24 hours or longer at a stretch you 
will need to examine the food and 
decide what to do with it. 
“Here are some general sugges­ 
tions: 
“1. Cooked dishes such as chick­ 
en a la king—do not use. 
*“2. Fruit—if it has, not ferment­ 
ed or molded, refreeze or cook. 
“3. Vegetables—if the vegetables 
have not reached a temperature 
above 50 degrees P. and there is no 
off odor noticeable, refreeze or 
cook. 
“4. Meat—if meat has not reach­ 
ed a temperature of 50 degrees P. 
and there is no off odor present, 
the meat is probably all right and 
can be refrozen or cooked. 
“5. Fish—should not be refrozen 
or cooked if it has reached a tem­ 
perature above 45 degrees F. 
“If you are in doubt about the 
temperature your meat reached 
during the power shutoff, and if 
there Is no odor, cook it complete­ 
ly and refreeze. 


LET FOOD THAW 
“Often, you can’t tell by the 
odor whether vegetables, fish and 
cooked foods have spoiled. 
So 
don’t refreezC' any of these foods 
when they have thawed completely. 
“If ice crystals are still in the 
food, you can refreeze it immedi­ 
ately. Usually it is safe to do so, 
even though the quality may suf­ 
fer. 
“In all cases, if the odor of 
thawed food is poor or question­ 
able, get rid of the food. It may be 
dangerous.

Forming Road 
District Blessed 


A proposal by Marin Planning 
Director Mary Summers that plan­ 
ning staff members and repre­ 
sentatives from the department of 
public works aid in forming a road 
assessment district in the San Jose 
boulevard area was approved yes­ 
terday by Marin Board of Super­ 
visors. 
But county officials are not, as 
specified by Supervisor William 
Fusselman, to go out and contact 
property owners in the area to re­ 
quest them to support the forma­ 
tion of an assessment district. 
Rather they are to act in an 
advisory capacity to property own­ 
ers or developers who may be 
requested by Marin County Plan­ 
ning Commission to participate in 
improvement of the road1 before 
the commission approves their de­ 
velopment. 
The suggestion was approved by 
the planning commission at its 
meeting Monday. 
Mrs. Summers made the sugges­ 
tion as a solution toward having 
the road improved and bridges 
built across San Jose creek after 
planners declined to approve sub­ 
division maps presented by Trous­ 
dale Construction Co., developers 
of Loma Verde. 
The problem was that although 
the road would serve the planned 


community part of it is outside 
the planned community, and the 
developers felt that other areas 
which will benefit by improve­ 
ment of the road should share in 
the cost of improving it.

The strength of the 1954 squad 
was in its line which was at least 
two deep at every position with 
men of All-America or All-Coast 
caliber. 
This 
ye,ar’s line 
was 
mainly the second string of last 
year. But the current squad isn’t 
backed up by a second line almost 
as good as the startem. 
Sanders, 
however, 
says 
his 
backfield this year Is superior to 
last year’s although the personnel 
isn’t much different. The same 
players have improved until they 
were almost not recognizable. 
Tailback Sam Brown' is the 
rushing leader of the Pacific 
Coast Conference with a net of 
829 yards and an average of 6.4 
yards per carry.

“We’re going to expand next 
year and take in Staten Island, 
too,” McGuire laughs. 
Duke, the “Pennsylvania Tar­ 
heels,” has five fine players from 
the Keystone State as well as two 
from New Jersey and one from 
New York. North Carolina State 
has four players from New Jersey, 
three each from Indiana and 
Pennsylvania and one each from 
Ohio, Colorado and New York. 
State, incidentally, doesn’t have a 
single Carolinian on its squad.

Now they’re all in the player 
market while waiting for South­ 
ern high school basketball to catch 
fire and provide the polished play­ 
ers of the future. 
Clemson has three New Jersey 
boys; Maryland three from New 
Jersey, two from Pennsylvania and 
one from New York; Furman two 
Pennsylvanians, and so on. 
“When we played Alabama re­ 
cently I asked Johnny Dee why 
he was playing three New York 
schools 
in 
a 
row,” 
McGuire 
quipped. 
The schools were St. John’s of 
New York, Holy Cross with eight 
men from the N.Y. met area— 
and North Carolina. 
“The alumni has adopted our 
guys,” McGuire relates happily. 
“And after all, Lennie Rosenbluth, 
one of our best men, is from 
Greenville, Tenn.” 
His family, incidentally, having 
recently moved from Brooklyn!

When slightly thick­ 
ened, fold in the avocados, nuts 
and salt. Pour into 3H oz. cone- 
shaped paper cups and chill until 
firm. (Set the cones in a small 
glass.) Unmold onto lettuce cup, 
flat side of mold down. 
Fill pastry tube with mayon­ 
naise or salad dressing and dec­ 
orate the mold in spirals from base 
to top to resemble Christmas tree 
tinsel.

CHERRY NUT FUDGE 
Of all things! A fudge without 
chocolate; It’s done with cherry 
flavored gelatin, chopped candied 
cherries and walnuts. So easy. 
Luscious and different. Recipe 
yields 20 to 24 pieces. 
3Yz tablespoons (% package) 
cherry-flavored gelatin 
1% cups sugar 
% teaspoon soda 
% cup milk 
2 tablespoons butter 
*4 cup chopped candied cherries 
% cup chopped walnuts 
Combine gelatin, sugar, soda 
and milk in saucepan. Cook and 
stir over medium heat until the 
gelatin and sugar are dissolved. 
Continue boiling, without stirring, 
until a small amount of mixture 
forms a soft ball in cold water 
(or to a temperature of 232 de­ 
grees, if you’ve a candy ther­ 
mometer.) Remove from heat; add 
butter. Cool to lukewarm (about

CHOCOLATE-DIPPED NUTS

Heat candy-making chocolate 
over hot water until partly melted.

Bake Additional Stuffing 


In Foil For Last Oven Hour

The holiday season puts a pre­ 
mium on both time and food 
money, as most homemakers will 
agree. Uncooked holiday puddings 
will save both. Economical be­ 
cause they are made with gelatin 
and contain the wonderful dried 
fruits bragged about so much in 
California. Time saving because 
there’s no batter to mix and they 
can be made ahead of time. This 
uncooked 
plum pudding 
tastes 
very much like real plum pudding. 
Of course, it isn’t eaten hot, but 
it certainly tastes as good. In fact, 
you’ll like it better if steamed 
plum pudding is a little rich for 
your taste. Here is the recipe: 


UNCOOKED PLUM PUDDING 
1 pkg. orange gelatin dessert 
% c. grapenuts 
% c. sugar 
2 c. boiling water

When baking one of the smaller 
turkeys this holiday season, part 
of the dressing can be served as a 
side dish.

Your fruit cakes will taste better 
and cut easier if they have four 
to six weeks to age and ripen. 
You’ll find delicious newly pro­ 
cessed 
dates on your grocer’s 
shelves. The dates come in at­ 
tractive cellophane packages and 
are whole and pitted. 
When assembling your ingredi­ 
ents for fruit cakes it is helpful to 
know that one pound of prunes or 
other dried fruit measures about 
cups. 
Decorate your fruit cakes after 
they have aged for a proper length 
of time. A glaze of hot corn syrup, 
which has been brought to a boil, 
gives your cake a beautiful sheen 
and helps hold the decorations in 
place.

About half an hour before 
the end of cooking time, remove 
the meat from the oven. Score the 
fat into diamonds and stick a clove 
into the center of each diamond, 
if you wish. Rub with brown sugar 
or cover with one of the following 
glazes and finish baking at 325° F 
until well glazed, basting fre­ 
quently : 
1. Cranberry sauce, the jellied or 
whole berry kind. 
2. Juice from pickled peaches or 
crabapples. 
3. Apricot or citrus marmalade.

Christmas time plans ahead to in­ 
sure every minute of freedom from 
food preparation that she can. 
Fruit cakes and cookies can be pre­ 
pared months ahead of the holi­ 
days, then stored in freezers and 
in some instances, airtight con­ 
tainers. to await festive service. 
But the entrees, the main-stay of 
the luncheons, family dinners, buf­ 
fet suppers, and midnight snacks, 
are not as easily provided weeks 
in advance, unless, of course, the 
freezer is well rtocked with meats. 
But without a^ freezer, what will 
you choose? Ham, of course 1 
A canned ham, tucked into the 
recesses of a modem refrigerator 
will be ready for eating at almost 
a minute’s notice. (The unopened 
can will keep in the home refrig­ 
erator several months, and about 
a week after it has been opened.) 
A fully-cooked ham won’t hold in 
the refrigerator as long as the 
canned variety, but it too is ready 
at a moment’s notice Jor slicing 
thin and frizzling for breakfast, 
or grilling for hot luncheon sand­ 
wiches, or slicing thick and broil­ 
ing for hearty dinner service. 
Fully cooked and canned hams 
may go directly to the table once 
they’ve shed their wrappings but 
many people like to give the meat 
a short heating in the oven before 
serving. Ten minutes per pound at 
325“ F. will warm the fill-flavored 
meat to eating goodness, r-ook-be- 
fore-cating hams need 18 minutes 
per poimd at 325“ P , if whole; 22 
minutes per pound, If half. For 
best results, follow the directions 
on the ham wrapper. . 
Glaze the holiday ham colorfully 
and garnish it simply for f'estive 
meals. About half an hour before 
the end of cooking time, remove 
the meat from the oven. Score the 
fat into diamo'nds and stick a clo've 
into the center of each diamond, 
if you wish. Rub with brown sugar 
or cover with one of the following 
glazes and finish baking at 325“ F.

(Q) “Is a boy with an I.Q. of 85 
mentally retarded? They say so 
at my son’s school. His counselor 
told me to take him out of the 
regular high school and put him 
into vocational training class. But 
the principal at the vocational 
school said he is too dull to do 
well there. He always gets “A” or 
“B” grades in citizenship. He gets 
“C” in his academic grades. 
“He is a good boy. He is fine 
looking. 
He belongs to several 
clubs. I had to teach him to read. 
Now he reads 
quite well. 
His 
teacher told me his I.Q. She said 
it came from a test she gave the 
class. My son will graduate from 
high school next June. Surely we 
can let him stay A school until 
then?" 
E.C.W. 
(A) You should be able to do so. 
By any reasonable standards a boy 
with an I.Q. of 85 is NOT mentally 
retarded. The I.Q.’s of 50 per cent 
of all people fall between 90 and 
110. Only those whose I.Q.’s fall 
below 70 or 75 are thought of as 
“retarded.” Your boy may be much 
much brighter than you think.

We think we Marinites have shown adm ir­ 
able restraint in recent months in abstaining 
from comment about the Southern Crossing, 
the bridge Assemblyman Richard Dolwig 
was promoting all the time he was lighting 
bitterly to block the San Rafael-Richmond 
Bridge. 


But now Dolwig, through his Senate 


backer R andolph Collier, is proposing that 
our 
gas 
tax 
funds 
be 
used 
to 
build 
approaches to the Southern Crossing so its 
users can enjoy lower tolls. O ur silence must 
end. 


The just-released report on the Southern 
Crossing showrs the bridge is financially and 
engineeringly feasible with z. 35 cent toll. 
But Dolwig and Company say that’s too 
much. They want a 25 cent toll, so they 
propose that gas tax funds be used to pay 
for the approaches. 


“I want to see the toll on all vehicular 
crossings in the Bay Area kept at a quarter,” 
Senator Collier is quoted as saying. 


Look around you, Randy. Golden Gate 
Bridge has been open to vehicular traffic for 
more than 18 years. Only twro months ago 
did we finally get a 25 cent toll there. I he 
uncompleted San Rafael-Richmond Bridge 
will have a 75 cent toll when it opens. Are 
you proposing that gas tax funds be used to 
reduce that to 25 cents too? We doubt it. 


Have gas tax funds been used to build 


approaches to other bridges? Not so you 


could notice it. Quite the opposite. T he job 
of widening the W aldo Grade, a part of the 
state highway system, was made possible only 
because the Golden Gate bridge district put 
up $5,000,000, more than three fourths of 
the cost. Instead of gas tax funds being used 
to help lower our tolls, our tolls are being

much. T hat means that poor little, two-lane 
Black Point-Sears Point cutoff from Ignacio 
to Vallejo will be jammed, packed and even 
more dangerous. Gas tax funds are needed 
right now* to make that a safe four lane 
divided highway. And we didn’t even men­ 
tion that all this traffic flows over crowded 
Highway 101 through Marin.

deterrent to economical govern­ 
m ent operations. The theory is 
th a t the politicians will spend 
the money if it’s there to spend.

sible, to take care of contingen­ 
cies. Dipping into the reserves 
can be controlled, and it would 
appear unnecessary to spend out 
of the fund unless it were agreed 
by all th a t such spending would 
be beneficial.

appears to have little relation­ 
ship to private business. Success 
of the private business depends 
on profits, and there is no way 
to m ake people buy if they do 
not choose to.

A tentative m ap of the 25-mil­ 
lion-dollar industrial subdivision 
a t Ignacio was disapproved M on­ 
day by M arin County Planning 
Commission. 
B ut the planners assured the de - 
velopers 
th a t 
their 
disapproval 
would have little bearing on the 
outcome. 
They said th a t generally they 
approved the plan, subject to pro­ 
viding an adequate drainage way 
for San Jose Creek, and working 
out an approach street to coincide 
with a proposed 
traffic 
inter­ 
change on Highway 101. 
B ut they added th a t the land is 
below the 25-foot elevation, and 
they have been instructed by the 
board of supervisors to deny any 
applications for development of 
property in the Novato area below 
th a t level. 
They acted in accordance to in­ 
struction, planners said, done de­ 
spite the fact th a t the engineer­ 
ing report on flood control for 
the Novato area completed by San 
Anselmo engineer John Cotton in­ 
dicated th a t thp industrial subdi­ 
vision would not present serio u s1 
flood or drainage problems. 
If it weren’s for the board’s in­ 
structions, planners assured the 
developer, they would have ap­ 
proved the m ap subject to the two 
conditions noted. 
The engineer on the project, 
H arry Baehr, was inform ed he 
should appeal the 
commission’s 
action by letter to the board of 
supervisors, which could set the 
application for public hearing at 
the board’s Jan. 3 meeting. 
Beverly Hills developer David 
Seymour plans to develop the in ­ 
dustrial subdivision on 90 acres of 
the M. T. Pim entel ranch Just 
north of H am ilton Air Force Base 
early this spring.

There were no witnesses, no 
attorneys, no bickering as in the 
days of liquar control under the 
state Board of Equalization. M un- 
ro’s inform al air was in itself sym­ 
bolic of the change in the handling 
of liquor. 
Twenty m inutes and about 150 
decisions later the director of the 
new Alcoholic Beverage Control 
D epartm ent (ABC) had finished 
his task—assessing penalties, m ak­ 
ing decisions on licensing and h a n ­ 
dling a variety of other m atters 
connected with liquor control.

SANTIAGO, Chile (A*)—Eggnog? 
Oh, no. Tom and Jerry? Nope. 
Yule Punch? Not down here. For 
Christm as in Chile it’s cold m on­ 
key tail for everybody. 
No observance of the holiday is 
thinkable w ithout it. Monkey’s tail 
(colo de mono) is a beverage com­ 
posed of coffee, milk, egg and high 
grade alcohol distilled from grape 
juice. It comes bottled and nobody 
knows how it got its name. 
The drink is served cold because 
the Christm as season is the middle 
of sum m er in Chile. 
To Chileans, the holiday is syn­ 
onymous with family reunions. In 
alm ost every home there is a 
Christm as tree or, more often, a 
Nativity scene. 
On Christm as Eve, toys are dis­ 
tributed to children. Even toddlers 
join adults in drinking monkey 
tail, then everyone troops off to 
m idnight Mass. 
For Christm as dinner, the trad i­ 


tional m ain dish is lobster brought 
from the Ju an Fernandez Islands, 
400 miles out in the Pacific Ocean. 
The country people have roast 
duck with apple stuffing of th e 
highly spiced asado al palo, b ar­ 
becued m eat. 
A more special feast is curanto, 
an A raucanian Indian dish pre­ 
pared 
from 
a 
recipe 
probably 
1,000 years old. 
It is cooked in 
deep pits dug in sand. These pits 
are lined with scented herbs and 
leaves, then filled with layers of 
eggs, fowl, fish, clams, oysters, 
m utton, beef, pork and every avail­ 
able vegetable. 
H ot stones are 
tossed on top of the ingredients 
and the* whole thing is covered 
tightly. 
Whole wheelbarrows of the f in ­ 
ished product are wheeled to the 
guests a t long plank tables set up 
outdoors. No one ever has been 
known to partake lightly of cur­ 
anto.

B ut astnology was the forerunner

m an life. “M agi” is the origin of 
our English word “magic.” 
The wonder-workers of our time 
are the scientists. They w ant to 
harness the power of the sun and 
travel w ith the speed of sound and 
learn the secret of the atom.

If it weren’s for the board’s in­ 
structions, planners assured the 
developer, they would have ap­ 
proved the map subject to the two 
conditions noted. 
The engineer on the project, 
Harry Baehr, was informed he 
should appeal the commission’s 
action by letter to the board of 
supervisors, which could set the 
application for public hearing at 
the board’s Jan. 3 meeting.

Policy On Sick 
Leave Sought 
By San Rafael 


San 
Rafael 
councilmen 
a re 
seeking a definite policy on grant­ 
ing of sick leave to city employees. 
The council Monday night got 
another request for extension' of 
sick leave beyond 30 days and de­ 
cided it is time to put a stop to 
the hit and miss method of grant­ 
ing additional sick leave with pay 
as each individuM case comes up. 
They asked City Manager Wilber 
Smith to work out a policy that 
would apply automatically to all 
cases. 
Smith explained that In' the 
past, this Is how sick leave has 
been applied; 
Regular sick leave Is 30 days. 
Beyond that, the council has been 
extending sick leave on each in­ 
dividual request. The $40 per week 
workmen’s compensation received 
by the Individual is turned over 
to the city treasury» and In re- 
turii, the city pays the Individual 
his full salary. 
ASKED EXTENSION 
The question came up on the 
application of sick leave extension 
for Vernon (Cap) Thomas, traf­ 
fic meter man for the city, who 
hurt his ankle on the job last Oct. 
11. His 30-day sick leave expired 
Nov. 28, and the city manager 
asked for an extension through 
December. 
Councilmen granted the exten­ 
sion for Thomas but pointed out 
that hereafter they do not feel 
that extensions should be granted. 
“I just don’t understand it,” 
said Mayor Ed Culver. “If we have 
a 30-Iay sick leave, why not leave 
it that way?” 
Councilman Joseph G. Wilson 
said he cannot justify charging 30 
days sick leave to an individual, 
then taking $40 per week of the 
employee’s workmen’s compensa­ 
tion. 
In

action, 
Councilman 
Charles 
Aby 
an­ 
nounced that he withdrew remarks 
he made at a previous meeting 
about Walter Mik, city street de­ 
partment employee. At that time,

Liquor Chief's Informal Aid 
Reflects Change Of Policy 


SACRAMENTO (/P)—Russ Munro 
strolled into the tiny hearing room, 
rolled up his shirt sleeves and 
began a meeting of the. state 
Liquor Department. 
There were no witnesses, no 
attorneys, no bickering as in the 
days of liquar control under the 
state Board'of Equalization. Mun- 
ro’s informal air was in itself sym­ 
bolic of the change in the handling 
of liquor. 
Twenty minutes and about 150 
decisions later the director of the 
new Alcoholic Beverage Control 
Department (ABC) had finished 
his task—assessing penalties, mak­ 
ing decisions on licensing and han­ 
dling a variety of other matters 
connected with liquor control. 
1955 RECORD 
The 1955 record through Novem­ 
ber: 
Sixty licenses revoked, 831 sus­ 
pended. 
Violations ranged from 
selling drinks to minors to em­ 
ploying B-girls and operating dis­ 
orderly establishments. 
Acting on 1,190 cases, Munro dis­ 
missed* charges against 299 licen­ 
sees. 
His 
department 
brought 
1,562 accusations during the 11- 
month period beginning Jan. 1, 
when it took over liquor enforce­ 
ment. 
The Board of Equalization, the 
former liquor authority, filed 1,259 
accusations for a similar 11-month 
period in 1954 and acted on 1,085 
cases. It suspended 783 licenses, 
revoked 121. 
Munro in reviewing the statistics 
says the increase in accusations 
filed—about 300 over last year and 
500 over 1952—clearly indicates 
that enforcement has been stepped 
up. 
CONSOLIDATED OFFICES 
He has consolidated the number 
of ABC offices from 62 to 25 to 
concentrate his 270 liquor control 
agents In the more populated 
areas. 
Munro’s 20-minute meeting was 
in 
sharp 
contrast to the often 
lengthy and stormy sessions of the 
Board of Equalization on liquor 
matters. 
Instead of the single director, 
there were five elected members. 
The four district members.— the 
fifth was the state controller — 
tended to let each man rule over 
hüTown area pretty much unchal­ 
lenged. 
The large hearing room always 
was filled with attorneys and li­ 
censees waiting to plead their 
cases. 
Meetings were 
dominated by 
William G. Bonelli, the deposed 
Southern California member, with 
his sharp tongue and TJarliamen- 
tary skill. 
QUICKENS PROCEDURE 
Munro, 42, a mild-mannered ca­ 
reer civil servant, quickened the 
disciplinary procedure by banning 
all oral arguments. The law gives 
him an option, and he has ruled 
that all pleas from a hearing offi­ 
cer’s decision must be in writing. 
The new director, however, has 
instigated two programs intended 
to speed up the handling of liquor 
cases and clear a backlog of some 
700 cases. 
Dismissals have been ordered in 
cases where the agents felt the 
proprietor committed a minor vio­ 
lation through negligence rather 
than any intentional act. 
He has offered certain other li­ 
censees, accused of a first offense. 


a five-day suspension rather than 
go through the lengthy process of 
holding hearings and risk getting 
15 days. 
The director said these emer­ 
gency actions had to be taken, 
what with accusations commg in 
at the rate of 50 a week.

The board—Ralph J. McGill of 
San Francisco, Donald H. Bonar of 
Lafayette and Coleman E. Stewarl 
of Sacramento—sits as an appel­ 
ate court. 
The trio’s Job is to decide if 
Munro’s decisions are based on 
the law and evidence presented to 
the hearing officer. 
If Munro is upheld, the defend­ 
ant then can take his case to 
court. 
His place remains open 
while legal actions are pending. 
Munro also is entitled to appeal 
the board’s decision.

Chilean Yule Celebrants 
Swig Cold Monkey Tail 


SANTIAGO, Chile (A>)—Eggnog? 
Oh, no. Tom and Jerry? Nope. 
Yule Punch? Not down here. For 
Christmas in Chile it’s cold mon­ 
key tail for everybody. 
No observance of the holiday is 
thinkable without it. Monkey’s tail 
(colo de mono) is a beverage com­ 
posed of coffee, milk, egg and high 
grade alcohol distilled from grape 
Juice. It comes bottled and nobody 
knows how it got its name. 
The drink is servea cold because 
the Christmas season is the middle 
of summer in Chile. 
To Chileans, the holiday is syn- 
onjrmous with family reunions. In 
almost every home there Is a 
Christmas tree or, more often, a 
Nativity scene. 
On Christmas Eve, toys are dis­ 
tributed to children. Even toddlers 
join adults in drinking monkey 
tail, then everyone troops off to 
midnight Mass. 
For Christmas dinner, the tradi­ 


tional main dish is lobster brought 
from the Juan Fernandez Islands,' 
400 miles out in the Pacific Ocean. 
The country people have roast 
duck with apple stuffing of th§ 
highly spiced asado al palo, bar­ 
becued meat. 
A more special feast is curanto, 
an Araucanian Indian dish pre­ 
pared from a recipe probably 
1,000 years old. It is cooked in 
deep pits dug in sand. These pita 
are lined with scented herbs and 
leaves, then filled with layers of 
eggs, fowl, fish, clams, oysters, 
mutton, beef, pork and every avail­ 
able vegetable. 
Hot stones ara 
tossed on top of the ingredients 
and the* whole thing is covered 
tightly. 
Whole wheelbarrows of the fin ­ 
ished product are wheeled to tha 
guests at long plank tables set up 
outdoors. No one ever has been 
known to partake lightly of cur­ 
anto.

A television quiz show posed this 
question: “Who were Caspar, Mel­ 
chior and Balthazar?” The win­ 
ning answer was “wise men from 
the East.” The Bible, however, 
does not tell us the names of the 
wise men. It does not even state 
that they were three in number. 
Art has represented them as kings. 
But the Biblical word suggests that 
the distinctive thing about them 
was that they were what we 
should now call scientists. 
“Magi” was originally the name 
of an eastern tribe credited with 
the power of interpreting dreams. 
They worshipped the stars and 
the elemental forces of the uni­ 
verse. The Magi thought that hu­ 
man destiny could be learned by 
practices we now call astrology. 
But astmoli^ was the forerunner 
of astronomy, and the extensive 
knowledge which the ancients had 
about the heavenly bodies was the 
result of 
their 
conviction 
that 
these profoundly influenced hu­ 
man life. “Magi” is the origin of 
our English word "magic.” 
The wonder-workers of our time 
are the scientists. They want to 
harness the power of the sun and 
travel with the speed of sound and 
learn the secret of the atom. Re­ 
membering how the magic of 
western industrialism has 
now 
spread over all the world, a poet 
says: 
"Their 
have leea 


The electric light 1* the West» 
and come to worship.” 
It was men who looked at stars 
who saw “his star in the Easf* 
(Matt. 2:2). God always makei 
Himself 
knowm 
in 
ways 
that 
uniquely appeal. The stars had 
failed in their message until the 
Star of Bethlehem. Wise indeed 
were men who followed such a 
star. Will those of our age who 
study the secrets of the universe 
use them as black magic to de­ 
stroy the world?
